the head on the right side, an inch above 
the temple. 


His wife heard the shot, but thought 
it was the cracking of tha bed springs. 
However, she investigated and when she 
reached the top of the stairs she heard 
him moaning. 
She entered the

and seeing that life was not yet extinct, 
called Dr. Buuck from Hoagland. 
lie 
died soon after the arrival of the phy- 
sician.

Friday morning and told him that he 
was feeling extremely bad and that he 
did not know what was the matter with 
him.

Oct. 14.—When the White 
Star freighter Bovic sighted an east- 
ward bound submarine in the Atlantic 
yesterday she was apparently in pur- 
suit of a Danish passenger ship, the 
Helligolav, according to observers on 
deck of the Bovic, which arrived here 
today. 
The nationality of the subma- 
rine was not identified. 


The Bovic, in fear of attack because 
of being a freight ship, put on full 
speed and headed directly west. 
At tlie 
time she passed out of sight of the 
other two vessels, the Danish boat still 
seemed to be endeavoring to

from the submarine. 
The weather was 
clear and the Helligoiav was between 
two and 
three miles 
distant at

REVEIATION PROVES 
ASniOENGÜlN 


One-Sxith of the Nation's 
School Children Are 
Defective. 


London, Sept. 30.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated 
Press) The 
surprising' 
revelation that at least one-sixth of 
Enggland's six million school children 
are "so physically and mentally de- 
fective or diseased as to be incapable of 
deriving reasonable benefit from the ed- 
ucation which the state provides" is 
made in a report just issued by the 
chief medical officer of the board of edu- 
cation. 


The report has aroused great intejest 
and has come as a shock to the public 
generally. 
The 
Manchester Guardian 
says »that the report "should awaken 
fears as to the nation's future as sharp- 
ly as would news of a disastrous defeat 
of pur arms." 
It makes the point that 
the waste referred to is preventable and 
that while it is being lessened by better 
housing, better 
labor 
conditions and 
purer and cheaper food, together with 
ampler medical facilities and sounder 
ideas in education and hygiene, that "the 
nation moves with incredible slowness." 


Sir George Newman, the chief med- 
ical officer, at the conclusion of his re- 
port, indicates that a complete scheme 
is now practially ready that will en- 
able the state to take entire harge of 
the child, mentally, physically and mor- 
ally, with a view to preventing in future 
a repetition of reports as disappointing 
as that just issued. 
The transformation 
is to be accomplished through the aid of 
several agencies. 
The local education 
authorities, through their school medical 
service have established a system of 
remedy and 
amelioration. 
Education 
committees, doctors, mu-ses and thou-, 
sands of voluntary workers compose a 
'co-operative system designed to save the 
child. 
The system is to extend from 
schools for mothers to the home and 
from welfare centers to juvenile em- 
ployment. 
In 
his 
report Sir George 
Newman says: 


"Eight years work has brought to 
light a large mass of physical defect 
and disease, varied in character and 
widespread, most of it preventable. In 
regard to the data thus provided we can 
form two general conclusions. 
First, 
not less than a quarter of a million chil- 
dren are seriously crippled, invalided, or 
disabled; not less than a million school 
children are so physically or mentally 
defective or diseased as to be unable to 
derive reasonable benefit from the edu- 
cation which the state provides. 
If this 
figure be considered merely from a finan- 
cial point of view and quite apart from 
the disease, 
suffering 
and premature 
death entailed, it will be seen that the 
state is not getting adequate reums, on 
physical grounds alone, for a substan- 
tial part of its expenditure on elemen- 
tary education. 


"Consideration of the situation seems 
to indicate that the physical welfare, 
and in part the education, of the cliild 
of school age is dependent upon ante- 
school conditions ; and dependent also 
upon post-school conditions. 
In other 
words, if we are determined to rear a 
healthy and virile race of high capacity, 
we must, from a physical standpoint, 
begin earlier and continue later than the 
hitherto accepted period of education 
What is needed, indeed, is an effective 
supervision and' a soimd and practical 
training of_ the body from the end of 
infancy to adolescence. 
It is said some- 
tiroes that in the interest of economy, 
that the state canno afford such a com- 
plete scheme. 
My submission is that 
in the interest of. economy, the state 
pannot afford to 
neglect 
a complete 
scheme."

Selection of Japanese Mil- 
itary Advisor Not Pop- 
ular in China. 


Peking, Sept. 15.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—China's appoint- 
ment of Major-General Nobuzumi Aoki 
as first class military advisor to the 
Chinese government has provoked much 
comment in the Chinese press, and can)« 
«s a great surprise to foreigners living 
in China. 
Major-General Aoki will re- 
ceive a salary of two thousand dollars 
Mexican per month, together with an al- 
lowance for traveling expenses. 


Co ipnenting sarcastically upon the 
appointment, the Peking Daity News 
says: "We heartily thank our Japanese 
neighbor for lending the services of so 
•valuable a general of the Japanese army 
to China for the reorganization of the 
Chinese army. 
The next step is the 
pureliase of at least half of the arms 
and ammunition required by the Chin- 
ese~army from Japan, or the establish- 
ment of a Sino-Japanese arsenal in this 
country under Japanese control as de- 
manded by Japan last year, but refused 
by the late President Yuan Shi-kai even 
under the threat of an ultimatum de- 
livered at Peking on May 7, 1915." 


When Major-General Aoki was assign- 
ed to Shanghai as an attache of the 
Japanese consulate there in the heat of 
the recent revolutionary trouble, many 
Chinese papers cliarged that he was the 
forerunner of a Japanese military move- 
ment designed to control the Yangtse 
Valley, and his employment as an ad- 
viser to the Chinese government is re- 
garded with 
great 
apprehension 
by 
Chinese journals which demand infor- 
mation as to why China should place 
itself in Japanese hands by the em- 
ployment of the distinguished Japanese 
officer. 


Major-Gcneral Aoki 
was 
the com- 
mandant at Port Artlmr in the Russo- 
Japanese war, and is probably the most 
iamous soldier in Japan. 
He is fifty- 
seven years old, and has traveled much 
in Europe. 
On several occasions he has 
been attached to the Japanese legation 
at Peking, and is an expert in Chinese 
art.

The splendid meeting at the Commercial club Friday e\fening in 
the interest of the convention hall project was a further demonstra- 
tion of the fact that Fort Wayne not only realizes its need in this di- 
rection, but is preparing to take action which will supply it. 


Indeed, it is difficult to advance any sort of substantial argument 
either against the auditorium or the means now proposed of getting 
it through municipal action. City authorities are convinced it can be 
provided without an increase in taxation, and without injury to any 
other municipal endeavor now under way or in contemplation.

which later resulted in his death.

/''The government is determined, offi- 
«•/ials say, that there shaxL be no repe- 
tition of the lax methods and 
waste 
which have characterized : the building of 
roads in many sections and that a dol- 
lar's worth of road bed shall be con- 
structed for. every dollar spent. Further, 
the public i"oad9 office is preparing to 
see to it that the roads for wliich the 
government money ia spent are places 
where the traffi demand is the heaviest 
and not where j^liticians or. others de- 
sire them. 


The plans designed to prevent abuses 
are,covered largely in rules and i«gula- 
t i r ^ s promulgated by Secretary Houston, 
oí the depaitment of agriculture, under 
SAuthorit.v conferred by the federal aid 
/road act. 
The rules, which outline the 
methods by which the federal govern- 
ment shall aid the states in the con- 
struction of highways, provide that de- 
tailed information in reference to the 
proposed construction and 
maintenance 
shall 'lbe furnished to tlié secretary of 
agriculture before any agreements 
are 
ma'ie. 


When the plan.s of a state for road 
building, accompanied by a request for 
federal aid are received, they will be 
fully investigated by government agents, 
and if acceptable the state - will receive 
from the government its apportionment 
of the appropriation made for the pur- 
pose.

John W. Doorly, C. S. B., member ot 
the board of lectureship of the Mother 
church of the First Church of 
Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Mass., spoke 
Fri- 
day evening.at the Majestic theater on 
"The Prayer of Understanding the Mes- 
sage of Christian Science." The speaker 
was introduced by H. C. Moderwell. 
Mr. 
Doorly spoke in part aa follows t 


"Progress is recognized to be the law 
of 
God in all things, and 
Christian 
Science has come in obedience to thii» 
law, not to reveal a new God but 
to 
bring to humanity a fuller sense of that 
one and only God "whom to ^now aright 
is Life eternal." 
(Science and Health, 
Pref., p. vii.). 
The message of Christian 
Science is always loving, compassionate, 
and tolerant, and recognizes clearly tho 
right of every man to dccide what is 
best for his own health and happiness, 
both in the matter of medicine and also 
of religion. 


"Christian Science, however, docs de- 
clare in no uncertain way that there is 
but one God and one Christ, and that a 
correct, scientific and demonstrable un- 
derstanding of the one and only God and 
of the divine Christ is essential to the 
permanent health, happiness and salva- 
tion of every individual. 


"Christian Science therefore 
demands 
from those who would accept its minis- 
trations that they should so understand 
God and His relationship to His creation, 
and His laws governing this relationship, 
that they should be able under all cir- 
cumstances, through this knowledge, to 
prove His presence and power, and His 
infinite ability to preserve them intact 
from, every form of evil. 
This result 
Christian Science teaches, and all Chris- 
tion religions should readily concede, can 
only be accomplished through prayer; 
but as to what constitutes true prayer 
there are many human opinions. 


"The question therefore arises, What 
is the nature of the prayer of Christian 
Science, and wherein does it differ from 
the 
ordinary 
religious 
acceptation of 
prayer; and primarily, does it agree with 
prayer as understood, and practiced by 
those men of old whose perception of 
true prayer has based all religious teach- 
ing? 
Also, does it agree with the pray- 
er of Christ Jesus the Waj^shower? 


"To pray aright it is evident thp,t we 
must first know God aright, for it would 
"be useless to pray to something that we 
did not understand. 


The key-note of Christian 
Science 
teaching truly is its demonstrable expla- 
nations about God, since all that can 
ever be accomplished for the good of 
mankind must be as a result of knowing 
the one infinite God, Good. 


"An important revelation of Christian 
Science, is that God is Mind, or as Jesus 
declared, Spirit, and when an inquirer be- 
gins to perceive this vital fact even in 
the slightest degree, he at that moment 
begins to understand somewhat of Chris- 
tian Science. 


"To be intelligent, God must be Mind, 
for if He were not Mind he would be non- 
intelligent or mindless, and since there is 
but one God, there can be in reality but 
one Mind. 


As .there is but one God or cause, this 
cause must necessarily be omnipresence, 
that is all presence; omnipotence, that is 
all power; and omniscience, that is all 
Science or true knowledge, for if the one 
and only cause were not omnipresence, 
omnipotence and omniscience, then there 
would be a time when being would be 
without presence, power, or knowledge, 
and would be non-existent.

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WHY NOT BE YOUR OWN 
PLUMBER? 


HERE are many accidents which occur 
to the plumbing in a house which 
necessitate the services of a plumb- 
»r, but there are also stoppages, such 
•.s the stoppage of a drain, which any 
woman Interested in economy would be 
able to overcome if she would but try. 


Washing soda is splendid for cleaning 
the drain pipe. Put the soda, a handful 
at a time, in the sink, directly over the 
pipe and pour boiling water over it. As 
soon as it is dissolved use 
another 
handful, and keep on until the water 
runs xlown freely. 


Bait and soda in equal quantities will 
often clear 
out a clogged 
pipe. 
A 
handful should be sufficient. 
Drop aa 
much of it as possible down the pipe, 
and pack the rest in the opening in the 
sink. Let it remain in for about half an 
'hour; then pour a couple of quarts of 
¡water over It and let It run down the 
idraln, following it with a quantity of 
'warm water to remove every bit of 
isllme, «oap or grease. 
; Lye is sometimes used in the drain, 
ibut it is not the best thing, as it is apt 
;to unite with the accumulated fat and

Berlin, Oct. 14.—iiritish and French 
divisions with a total of more than one 
million men have been virtually anni- 
hilated in the Somme battle, says the

(Ninety divisions represeiit a total of 
considerably more than 1,000,000 men.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 14.—The propose® 
change in the canons of the Protestant 
Episcopal 
church iorbidding the

marriage of persons divorced for causes 
arising after marriage, regardless of 
the cause, was rejected by the house 
of deputies of the general convention 
today. 


The proposed canon recommended in 
the report of a commission appointed 
at the last general convention has at- 
tracted widespread interest. 
Speakers, 
arguing for its adoption, generally con- 
ceded that no legislation of the church' 
can put an end to re-marriage, but 
asserted that the proposed plan would 
help the church to live up to its mar- 
riage service which binds a man and 
a woman "until death do us part." 
It 
was pointed out that the present canon' 
provided that clergymen shall not sol- 
emnize a marriage for a divorced per- 
son unless he oi* she -was the "innocent" 
party to the divorce, impose-s a difR- 
cult problem on the clergy, particularly 
where a divorce i.s believed to have 
been obtained by actual collusion.

New Levy in Austria to 
Yield $500,000 
Annually, 


Vienna, Sept. 25.- ((>'ori"(?si)OiKloneeof 
The Associated Press)- Tho iiowt-Bt Aus- 
trian tax, by which 
tho govcrnniuut 
hopes to increase its annual incoino by 
something like two and m liulf niUHon 
crowns (half a million doHars) is a now 
and additional levy on tlio betting av 
the various Austrian race tracks. 


The new tax provides that in addi- 
tion to tho percentage of all totalista- 
teur (pari mutuel) wagers already tak- 
en by the government, a special "win 
tax" shall be imposed on all those wlio 
pick horses that pay 30 crowns or moro 
for 10 wagered. 


Thus, if the pari pays 31 for 10, the 
government will take an extra 10 liel- 
lers from the winner; this percentage of 
tax rises until the government will col- 
lect 24 crowns in such eases as the pari 
•pays 2 5 0 for 10, an occurrence by n«» 
means infrequent 
when 
the favorite 
horse is beaten by an outsider. 


From the figures of the betting at the 
race tracks daring the past season, and 
the prices which the hugely 
patronized 
pari mutuel 
machines 
have 
paid, the 
government 
estimates 
that it can in- 
crease its income by a round 
million 
croM'ns. 


Another million and a half it expects 
to realize 
from a similar 
special tax 
on bets made with the bookmakers in 
the race track rings. 
The new tax will 
appreciably enhance an already profit- 
able 
business for t h ^ government, for 
under the old system it collects 20 per 
cent, of all money wagered before the 
scale which the pari is to pay . is reck- 
oned up.

Hughes Beminds Irvin S. 
Cobb of Judge Husband's 
Hunting Dog. 


(By Milton Brenner.) 


New York, Oct. 14.—"I'm for Wood- 
rotr Wllison because he Is getting us 
ready for war and keeping us out of It." 


This epigrammatic answer was made 
by the most popular and most widely, 
read writer in America—^Irvin S. Cobb, 
ijis reply came spontaneously. 
There 
was no chance for a frame-up of a lot 
of bright things he was to say, be- 
cause he did not know he was to be 
interviewed ' until he was caught on 
the fly in front of the theater, where 
his latest play, "Under Sentence," is 
being produced. 


interviewing Cobb Is a joy. 
He is 
the same Cobb, modest and friendly, 
with the same inexhaustible funrd of 
stories that he was when working as 
a reporter in Louisville. 


"Remember when we were kids back 
in Kentucky, working for twelve bones 
a week, and no eight-hour day either?" 
he questioned. 


"Never mind ancient history; why 
are you for Wilson?" 


"Well—Roosevelt has been wrong on 
more subjects than any man of his 
time, but after I saw the hell that is 
war in Europe I came back home con- 
vinced of the profound truth of one 
thing Teddy said: 'Speak softly and 
carry a big stick!' 


"I was in Belgium when that little 
country was invaded by the magnifi- 
cently prepared German army. 
I saw 
towns in flames, women, diildren and 
old rtien fleeing, game little Belgian 
soldiers dying. All at once it occurred 
to me that our American dream that 
no one would ever attack us was faVse 
unless we were prepared to repel at- 
tack. 


"So I came back home rampant for 
preparedness. 


"I think I raised my feeble pipe for 
it before it became a propaganda, 1 
began to preach big army, big navy, 
military 
training in colleges 
and 
schools. I think I was about the first 
to take the present war as a text for 
preparedness. I sprung this 
i. cold, 
austere crowd of wealthy New Yorkers, 
and when THEY rose to it, I knew 
people 
with 
warAer 
blood 
would. 
After that I went on a lecture tour 
and whenever I talked about preparing 
our country, I got the kind of applause 
George Cohan got When he discovered 
the American flag was a grand old 
rag. 


"Now as to this big stick business: 
The trouble with Teddy and Charles 
Evasion Hughes Is that if they had 
control of the stick they would want 
to hit someone with it to see whether 
it would really break a skull. 
Judging 
by their speeches, they would want to 
try it on Germany and Mexico, either 
or both. 


"I admire Wilson because he has 
the inclination to get us ready for 
serious eventualities and the splendid 
ability to keep us out of trouble. 


"If there is one thing worse than 
not getting ready for war, it is getting 
us into one. 


"Wilson may not be a hundred per 
cent candidate, like Hughes, but the 
plain people realize that he is a 100 
per cent president. 


"They say he has made mistakes. 
Maybe he has. He is only numan, and 
very human.

campaign 
since Washington'is day the orators 
have declared the country was^on the 
verge of the greatest crisis since the 
republic was founded. 
You know that 
old crisis is tucked away In moth-balls. 
Every four years we take it out and 
dust it off and yell about it. I don't 
believe the country Is facing any such 
crisis as it did in the days when Abe 
Lincoln was at the helm. 
In fact, I 
think it highly probable that the re- 
public may survive through the fall and 
winter If the republicans win, but It 
will be in safer hands if Wilson is kept 
in command. 
No matter which party 
wins, I want to give you a scoop: the 
crisis will be put back in the camphor 
chest for another fourVears." 


"You have been abroad several times 
since the wa.r started. 
A lot of people 
who have been in Europe have come 
back saying there never was a time 
when America was so little thought 
of as it has been because of Wilson's 
policies.

Pittsburg, Baltimore, Cleveland, Bos- 
ton—Detroit

And this is the town that in 1900 was 
thirteenth in population, ranking

such places as Milwaukee and New Or-

It is vers' dlfBcult for farmers and 
packers to agree nowradays on a fair 
price for meat animals. 
It is often 
dlfflcult for anyone to know whether 
exact justice is being done on any 
niarket, but concerted action among 
farmers , can bring about much better 
conditions than now exist by meeting 
the needs of consumers more exactly 
and more uniformly than they do at 
present. 


In the market for any kind of man- 
ufactured 
goods 
uniformity 
is 
de- 
manded. 
The man who went to an 
implement dealer for a com grinder 
like the one that did so well for his 
neighbor would object Strongly If told 
that no other machine like it had ever 
been made but that there was on« in 
the market that day that 
weighed 
about as much and looked very much 
like It. 
He Would want a machine 
that would give exactly the same re- 
sults. 
Of course, this is not quite 
possible In case of corn and cattle 
but we can come much nearer uni- 
formity than we do. 


We have well-defined breeds within 
which 
uniformity • and 
standardiza- 
tion are established facts. 
They do 
not provide quite the uniformity pf 
the manufacturing world but 
come 
near enough to it for all practical 
purposes. 
Part of the market trouble 
Is that carloads of stock do not cóme 
on the market, each made up of uni- 
form animals of some one of these 
breeds. 
The breeder has too often 
used a scrub sire whose offspring lack 
uniformity or was uniformly Inferior. 
In many more cases he has bought feed- 
ers rather indiscriminately from the 
owner of scrub sires and pure-bred 
sires of various breeds. 


The use of the pure-bre^ sire Is 
part of the remedy. 
If the rest of 


the herd Is very inferior,, it will take 
a number of years of "grading up" 
to bring the best results but there will 
be niarked improvement every genera- 
tion if breeding is Wisely dbnle. 
As 
good 
pure-bred 
sires of t h e ' same 
breed are used on a farm year after 
year, that farm will send better' stock 
and more uniform stock to market 
and the shipper will be in a better 
position to demand high prices. 
In 
this grading up, the sire ip often said 
to be half the herd. 
As a niatter of 
fact, he is. more than half bleca^use 
the good pure-bred animal is so^much 
more prepotent or able to impress his 
own good characteristics upon His off- 
spring than the grade animal upon 
which he Is crossed. 


The man who cannot afford a pure- 
bred sire of his own can often co- 
operate 
with 
one or more 
Of 
his 
neighbors 
in 
^curing 
one, 
and 
whether he owni co-operatively 
or 
not, he should combine with as many 
others as possible at the same ship- 
ping point in securing similar good 
sires of the same breed In order to 
secure uniformity in mixed shipments, 
or In lots bought from various men 
in the vicinity to be fed by one of 
them. 


The live stock industry of the mid- 
dle Avest Is undergoing a building proc- 
ess In both quality and numbers but 
it hifs only bepun the 
Improvement 
which must come In the near future 
If this section Is to fulfill the demands 
of the markets, maintain its position 
In the live stock Industry, and 
de- 
mand profitable prices. 
This section 
has some of the best flocks and herds 
to be found anywhere but the gen- 
eral average is far too low. 
This 
average must be raised and we may 
fairly expect a corresponding rise In 
price. 


The pure-bred sire means: 
1. Uniformitir^ 
2. Individual superiority. 
â. Early maturity. 
4. More marketable stock. 
6. Mori money for your f e e l . 
6. Credit to the owner. 
7. Blggèr profits. 
The scrub siré'nieans: 
1. Lack of uniformity. 
2. Mongrels arid mfsflts, 
3. Late maturity. 
4. Poor market demand. 
5. Lêss money for your feed. 
6. Discrédit to the owner. 
7. Loss and dissatisfaction. 
From the breeding standpoint the 
important steps are (1) the use of 
trièd pure-bred sires; (2) proper feed- 
ing of breeding animals; (3) careful 
culling of barren and poor-breeding 
females; and (4) replacing culls with 
the best females in each season'« pro- 
duce. 
• Since it costs -little or no more to 
produce an 8-cent steer than it does 
to produce a 5-cent steer, the profits 
to be derived from producing 
live 
stock on corn belt farms ^ limited 
by the quality of the animals. 
Good 
sires must be secured and the herd 
must be carefully culled. 


Then, too, the marketing problem 
must be carefully handled. 
Co-opera- 
tion with neighbors is often essential 
if purchases and sales are to be ma^e 
to the best advantage. 
For this pur- 
pose breeders' and feeders' associa- 
tions are desirable In many cases. 


How can stockmen make profits on 
increasingly expensive land, labor, and 
feed? 
These three factors will re- 
main high and the quality of the live 
stock and efficiency' of the methods 
used 
must 
be 
correspondingly 
Im- 
proved if the live stock industry is 
to «urviv». 


PREVENTING POTÂTÔ-tXJBÉR DISEASES 


BesiUts of Tests and Experiments Show Conclusively That Healthy Pot»- 
toes Can Best'B6 Secured By Growing Healthy Pbtatoejj»' "

A PURE-BBED GUERNSEY 
SIRE. 


The average yield per acre of pota- 
toes in the United states Is not more 
than half what rhlght reasonably be 
expected. 
This shortage is attribut- 
able to a variety of causes, iricludlhg 
numerous diseases, a làck of well- 
adapted varieties, failure to fertiliaie 
liberally and to cultivate Intensively, 
and neglect of crop rotations. 
The 
fact that In several States the long, 
hot summers are unfavorable for po- 
tato culture also tends to lower the 
average production of the country. 


Potato diseases constitute an 
ex- 
ceedingly impôrtant factor in Ameri- 
can potato culture and require every 
i^ower 
who 
alms 
toward 
a 
high 
standard to exterclse the closest watch- 
fulness. not only at the time of plant- 
ing and throughout the growing Sea- 
son, but at the harvest and during the 
winter storage. 
Thé use of disease- 
Infected seed is one of the principal 
causes of failure to germinate, 
and 
poor stands are responsible for many 
low yie'ds; other diseases Introduced 
in seed Injure or kill the 
growing 
plants; scabby, deformed, or other- 
wise affected potatoes bring a lower 
price in the market; losses in storage 
or in transit result from infections by 
decay-producing 
organisms. 
New 
troubles are constantly being Intro- 
duced from foreign countries on im- 
ported potatoes. 
They effect a lodg- 
ment In one of our 
seed-producing 
districts and are thence distributed to 
all iparts bï the cOiiritry. 
biir 'soils 
thus bëcoïhe Irifectea and are 
per- 
manently or for several years'there- 
after rendered less suitable for potato 
production. 


At no time Is there a better oppor- 
tunity to improve the quality'and in- 
crease the quantity Of the potato crop 
through prevehtlbn of disease 
than 
before plaritlng. 


There are peculiar conditions In the 
United Stetes which make this a sub- 
ject of wide and general interest. 
A 
large part of our territory lying In 
the 
Southern, 
Soùth-Çentral, 
and 
Western States secures better results 
from planting seed potatoes 
grown 
neair oûtlaàfthëï^''^b6taér Th Malnè, 
New York, Minnesota, etc., than from 
home-.jrrown stock. 
There has conse- 
quently grown up a 'leirge trade in 
potatoes which are annually ishlpped 
long distancées for planting. 


Furthermore, there' Is taking place 
a cpnstant ertenslon of potato culture 
Into districts where this crop has not 
previously been grown. 
This develop- 
ment is most notable in the' newly Ir- 
rigated parts of the West, In the re- 
cently défbrèsted portions of Ailnne- 
soW Wisconsin, and Stlchlgan, and in 
the 
trucking 
districts 
of the 
Gulf 
States. 
In €ach case the seed supply 
has to be brought'from outside, and 
in far too many "cMes ' no attention is 
paid to' the elimination ibf' disease. 
•That it might be practicable to keep 
these new soils free from Infection by 
rigid exclusion of diseased stock Is not 
realized In time. 
Few growers and 
few communitlei? profit from the ex- 
périence of others, but must be con- 
vinced by personal losses. The oppor- 


tunity of keeping a district free from 
infection will not come again, " tot 
most diseases remain for considérable 
jierlods in the soR-and are itft easily 
exterminated: 
Furthermore, tte ipi^n-? 
cipal potato 
troubles "have ulrèai^ 
been widely disseminated. 


The responsibillly of seed dealers in 
this matter Is large. 
T^e interest oi 
the local dealer in the continued main- 
tenance of productivity of a region ii 
as great as the farmer's and few. 9! 
them would knowingly risk the iritro- 
ductlon of pesta that miiirht threaten 
the prosperity -of their section; yet 
through lack of foresight and knowl- 
edge this has often been don*. 


With the Increased lOMes from po- 
tato diseases and the growing reallzsn 
tlon of the. danger In diseased • sëeâ 
stock there have been several piâh« 
siiggeated for the Improvement of con- 
ditions through legal enactments in- 
volving inspection/ treatment, or th« 
prohibition of the shipment of dis< 
eased stock. 
However desirable theis 
may be In theory, their application tot 
actual trade conditions is full of dlfB- 
culty, and unwise or impracticable re. 
strictions might involve both 
tthippér 
and*purchaser' In expense or loss dis- 
proportionate to the advantage gmînéâ. 
The vast quantity of potatoes used for 
planting 
makes 
ofilclal 
Inspection 
costly and treatment still more so. 
T%e short period of digging In the 
North compels the greatest haste in 
ail farm operations on account Of the 
Imminent danger of freezing weatheir- 
It must further be recognfaiid' that 
many of the potato diseases are nOt 
familiar to thO growers and dealers 
and might be overlooked in their iti- 
clplent stages. 
The most easily dé- 
tected disease—the soaVi-doeS not de- 
stroy the value of potatoes for seed 11 
disinfection be practiced.

It Is Impossible to suggest any very 
definite 
sheep ' barn 
plans "without 
knowing under just whieit conditions 
ihe barn Is to be built, but Professor 
H. Hackedbrn of thé Taissouri College 
Of Agriculture makes 
some 
genei^l 
suggestions. 
Hé Says: ^'In-planning 
barns or sheds for a breeding'flock of 
sheep, a space of 10 or 12 square feet 
per ewe will give sufljcient room. The 
essentials of shelter fof sheep are (1) 
dry floor, (2) good roof, (3) an abund- 
ance of fresh air, (4) avoid drafts, 
|(5) avoid narrow doors and passages 
so ewe heavy with lamb will not be 
injured, and 
(6 ) 
provide sufijcieiit 
feeding-trbugh spftce so all th© ^heep 
can éat at the same tlrpe.

lilllott's mother also came of a seafar- 
In;-- lamily and was the possessor of great beauty 
Of ;ace and character. 
Jessie Dermot—as Max- 
ine then was known—received part of her edu- 
cation at the Convent of Notre Dame, Boston. 
Later she went on a voyage to Spain with her 
father. 
While yet in her teens she determined 
to carve out her own career and thereby be- 
c(i;::o independent. 
To this end she went on 
tiv 
stage, where her rare beauty and ability 
ii- J m e brought her fame. 


L-ion Soucicault was her dramatic teacher in 
fcer early years, and he it was who suggested 
the stage name of Maxine Elliott; so, when her 
elster. May Gertrude, followed in her footsteps, 
Bhe also adojJted the same name and has Since 
been known as Gertrude Elliott. 


The sisters played together in London and 
then abroad, Gertrude taking the Ingenue parts. 
When, however, Maxine married Nat Goodwin 
and left England to star with him in America, 
Gertrude remained behind in a leading part, 
eventually marrying the famous English actor- 
manager, Forbes-Robertson, who, several years 
ago was knighted by King George. 


From the proceeds of her work as so-star and 
Btar In her own company. Miss Elliott built her 
handsome theater in New York, known as the 
Maxine Elliott Theater. 
Her last appearance 
or> the stage was in a gorgeous production of 
Joseph and His Brethren, which created quite 
a furore In London. 


In England's metropolis her lite was a social 
triumph. 
The late King Edward pronounced 
her the most beautiful woman in the English- 
speaking world, and her cleverness and char- 
acter were such that the highest in the land 
sought her acquaintance. Her friend, the duch- 


ess of Kutlaiid, made a pen and ink sketch of 
her. 
The celebrated Von Lenbach painted her 
portrait, as did Harcourt, the Royal Academi- 
cian, and others. 


She 
purchased 
the 
estate 
of 
a 
nobleman 
twelve miles from London, where she set up a 
charming establishment, the Forbes-Robertsons 
and their children sharing her loVely home with 
her. 


But, as a matter of fact, Maxine Elliott never 
really found herself until she became a minis- 
tering angel to a stricken nation. 
Soon after 
the beginning of the European war she went 
to France, where, at 
Boutogne-Sur-Mer, 
she 
labored on an average oif twelTe hours a day 
for 
the 
wounded 
soldiers. 
Then 
conditions 
becoming desperate In Belgium, she equipped 
an ambulance at her own expense and traveled 
M'ith It In that country, caring for the soldiers 
and evon rescuing them at times. 


The plight of West Flanders, which she de- 
scribes as "mud and blood and water," par- 
ticularly appealed to her, and the best commun- 
ications being byj^nal, she devised the scheme 
of a relief barge, which she submitted to the 
minister of war and which was Indorsed by 
him as the best individual scheme 
presented 
to him since the war began. 


Thus it came to pass that to Maxine Elliott 
fell the honor of securing what has been g r a t - 
ed to no other woman—a pass from the com- 
mander in chief of the allies, permittiug her 
to go Into the area of the fighting lines. 


In one of her letters she wrote: 


"A small tug will draw us to whatever place 
the military authorities Indicate. 
It ft unprece- 
dented for a woman to be given this right of 
permission to move about, so I must see that 
their faith Is justified. 
West 
Flanders 
has 
been inundated to stop thp German 
advance 
and the plight of the people is appalling. 


"The pity of It clutches at the throat. 
I 
knew that war killed and maimed men and 
broke the hearts of women, but I never realized 
before how its chill hand laid icy on a nation's 
soul, arresting all life, slaying poor women and 
little children as surely and Inexorably as the 
screaming shells rend the bodies of their hus- 
bands and fathers. 


"A great wave of charity has swept across 
the United States and has loaded ships with 
tons of provisions' and comforts for German 
Belgium, but this little corner where history Is 
being made, where the work of war Is going on, 
has been overlooked. 
The army's need there, 
which is great, indeed, naturally occupies the 
attention 
of 
tlie authorities, 
and it 
Is 
the 
wounded .soldiers and the starving people that 
I am helping, taking 150 tons of provisions with 
me each trip. 


"My barge, the Julia, is 80 feet long and Is 


really a floating kitchen; the fore part for pro- 
visions, the center for cooking, arid with big 
boilers for coffee, cocoa and soup (we make a 
hundred quarts of cocoa ait a time and it is 
gone In half an hour), and the after part for 
our sleeping quarters. 


Miss Elliott made all the necessary arrange- 
ments in England for the smooth working of 
her splendid scheme. 
She went to the Amer- 
ican ambassador, who promised her 100 tons a 
month of foodstuffs from the American relief 
fund. 
That was a great help, because England 
had taken to her heairts îtod homes countless 
thousands of Belgian refugees and was doing 
so much that Miss Elliott felt that It was to the 
people of America she must turn for assistance. 


The flour received she had bakèd into thou- 
sands of loaves by the bakers of Calais. 
Lord 
Devonport, head of the Lbijtlbn port, allowed 
an her provisions to be stored' at the docks free 
of charge and Lord Northcliffe of the Daily 
Mall and Times published her appeals In his 
papers. 


Miss Elliott called for clothing of all kinds! 
"Send mo candles and matches, for they have 
no light here," she pathetically pleaded. Never 
a mother herself, yet, with the maternal heart 
that would succor a nation, she asked for cans 
of condensed 
milk—:stacks of them—that 
the 
suffering babies might be saved, and naturally 
her appeals met with a liberal response. 
She 
who made such an effective "Portia" on the 
stage, proved a wonderful advocate In this hour 
of colossal need. 
It Is not surprising that Sir 
Herbert Boerbohm 
Tree once 
said 
of 
her: 
"Maxine Elliott "Is a personality." 


In another letter. Miss Elliott has written: 
"Everything has been woefully delayed late- 
ly, owing to the simultaneous bombardment of 
Dunkirk, 
Fumes, 
Hayabroeeck, 
Bergnes 
and 
Cassel, which cuts us off from anything but 
tlie itiost haphazard communication with prac- 
tically every place, and makes It a difflcult 
matter to get our supplies. 


"I have only just received 200 cases of cloth- 
ing from Brazil, South Africa, America, Can- 
ada, England and Australia, which were sent 
in one big consignment from the London docks, 
and havé taken six weeks to get to me. 
In or- 
dinary times I should receive them In one day 
from London. 
I am glad the things have finally 
got here, for It means a hundred 
thousand 
garments for my poor refugees. 


"I am here alone on the barge, except for 
my maid and five soldiers, who are given me 
by the government. 
It would be lonely but for 
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foot of a tiny babe, 3 weeks old, was blown oft 
as it lay In Its mother's arms, she, poor wom- 
an, being killed outright. 
Elliott wrote: 


"The baby without a foot is 
flourishing 
and 
being cared for by the matron of Dr. Depage's 
Hospital, but I have many, many cases moré 
pad than that. 
Only yesterday I told the bur- 


whlch at least have the comforting effect of 
keeping the bombing German aeroplanes, away. 
Concerning this Miss . The unhappy refugees still come on in an end- 
less stream, but we have more room to work in 
than one" would think. 
You see, the barge fs 
nearly 300 tons in size and the larger half Is a 
sort of shop, arranged with tier upon tier of 
shelves, where we miake up all the parcels. 


the fact that we are all working too hard to 
gomaller of Fumes that I would look after 
Then In this'village neap by—Alverlnghem, the 
village of'the p i c t u r e — h a v e enormous store- 
rooms filled with goods in reserve, from.which 
thé barge Is fed daily, so that our shelves are 
always full. 


"It Is monotonous

Kind, big- 
hearted people all over the world lend me a 
helping hand, otherwise I could not cope with 
such large numbers."

The guns are belching fire 
and thunder as I write, and the

seven little children (all under 8 years of age) 
who have been lost or deserted In the- bombard- 
ment of last week.

She purchased 'the estate of a nobleman 


twelve miles from London, where she set up a 
charming establishment, the Fortes-Robertsons 
and their children sharing her lovely home with 
her. 


But, as a matter of fact, Maxine Elliott never 


really found herself until she became a minis- 
tering angel to a stricken nation. Soon after 
the beginning of tho European war she went 
lo Franco, where, at Boulogne-Sur-Mer, she 
labored on an average of twelve hours a day 
for the wounded soldiers. 
Then conditions 


becoming desperate In Belgium, she equipped 


really a floating kitchen; the fore part for pro- 
visions, tho center for cooking, and with big 
boilers for coffee, cocoa and soup (we make a 
hundred quarts of cocoa at a time and it is 
gone In half an hour), and the after part for 
our sleeping quarters." 


Miss Elliott made all the necessary arrange- 


ments in England for the smooth working of 
her splendid scheme. She went to the Amer- 
ican ambaisador. who promised her 100 tons a 
month of foodstuffs from the American relief 
fund. That was a great help, because England 
bad taken to her hearts and homes countless 
thousands of Belgian refugees and was doing 
so much that Miss Elliott felt that It was to the 
people of America she must turn for assistance. 


The flour received she had baked Into thou- 


sands of loaves by the baker* of Calais. Lord 
Dcvonport, head of the London port, allowed 
all her provisions to be stored at the docks freo 
of charge and Lord Northcllffe of the Dally 
Mall and Times published her appeals In his 
papers.

JSend me candles and matches, for they have 
no light here," she pathetically pleaded. Never 
a mother herself, yet, with the maternal heart 


one cannot realize that it all means destruction 
and death.until one sees the never-ending pro- 
cessions of ambulances with their dreadful 
loads o£ agony and broken lives."

He would want a machine 
that would give exactly the same re- 
sults. 
Of course, this is not quite 


possible in case of corn and cattle 
but we can come much nearer uni- 
formity than we do. 


We have well-defined breeds within

breed are used on a farm year after 
year, that farm will send better stock 
and more uniform stock to market 
and the shipper will be in a better 
position to demand high prices.

About thirty years ago a Wisconsin 


farmer with a largo family was deep 
in debt. His farm consisted of 120 
acres, half of which was under the 
plow. The remainder was woodland 
and expensive to clear. 
For twelve 


years the farmer had not been quite 
able to meet his interest. To him the 
whole farm consisted of unprofitable 
acres. He finally decided that the 
farm was too small for the most ef 
ficient use of the labor 
available 


Having an opportunity, he bought ai 
adjoining 80 acres of cleared land 
going in debt the full amount of th 
purchase price. From that time o 
the farm was prosperous, and In ten 
years the entire farm was paid for 
and enough additional money saved 
to build a good house and barn. Dur- 
ing this period there 
had 
been no 


great change in prices of farm prod- 
ucts. The smaller farm had been un- 
profitable because the overhead ex- 
penses were too high for so small a 
business. In this case acres were 
made profitable by increasing • their 
number. 


Fall Pruning 


1 Grape vines 
should always be 


pruned in the late fall or1 early win- 
ter months and never in spring. If 
the pruning is done in spring, the 
vines are sure to lose so much sap 
from "bleeding" that much of the 
vigor of the vine is lost and conse- 
quently the fruit crop suffers in just 
that proportion.
